W ith Disfavor. 


The adm inistration at Washington 
received information t hat members of 
General H uerta s family had arrived at 
Vera Cruz. 
For some reason this In­ 
formation was guarded rather careful­ 
ly, and the full significance of the ad 
vices received in connection with it 
could not he ascertained from any au­ 
thoritative source, says a iBsput* h to 
the New York Times. 
There is no 
doubt, however, th a t well informed of­ 
ficials of fhe government regarded the 
presence of the H uerta family at Vera 
Cruz as merely 
preliminary to the 
flight of the dictator from the capital. 
'I'he advices received were coupled 
with the Information that the wife of 
Senor Moheuo. former minister of for 
eign affairs in the Huerta cabinet, was 
with tile H uerta {nifty aud would walt 
at Vera Cruz for the arrival of her hus­ 
band before sailing away from Mexico. 
From this It was Inferred thut Huerta 
and Mobeno would louie the City of 
Mexico together and join their faiul 
lies at Vera Cruz. 
There is a growing feeling that with 
Huerta removed as a factor In the 
Mexican situation the chief obstacle to 
a peaceable adjustm ent of Mexico’s 
troubles will disappear. 
Hut the Wil­ 
son adm inistration has found it diffi­ 
cult to couvlm e the Constitutionalist 
leaders th at its Interest In a speedy 
settlement Is Iwru of h desire to do 
what Is best for Mexico’s welfare. 
As 
long as the revolutionists found the 
United States government willing to 
help along the autl-Hueitn cuuse by 
Its attitude concerning shipments of 
arm s and 
ammunition Into Mexico, 
they showed an extremely friendly dis 
position 
tow ard 
the 
administration 
Now. however, they are disposed to 
forget. 
At most all that the Constttu 
t Iona lists are willing to acknowledge 
ts that the refusal of President Wilson 
to recognize General Huerta as the 
provisional president de Jure of Mel! 
co has l**t*n of indirect beuettt to their 
ca use. 


Our Aid a Detriment. 
According to the position of the Con­ 
stitutionalists. the fact that the Unit 
e«l States Is a virtual ally of theirs Ie 
a detriment Instead of a help. 
Their 
attitude is that, as all parties in Mexico 
regard this government with disfavor. 
knowledge that It was giving active as 
slut a ii ce to tho Constitutionalists’ cause 
would 
make 
that 
party 
utqxipular. 
This was one of the reasons for tho 
unwillingness of the revolutionary lead 
ors to recognize the efforts the Wash 
lugtou government was making to sup­ 
port the Constitutionalist side of tho 
issues presented iu tho Niagara Falls 
negotiations 
The administration has been toler 
ant of this attitude. 
It has been will 
lug to overlook the seeming lack of 
gratitude Involved. 
T he present set 
pur|H»se of the administration Is to 
tiring the troubles In Mexico to an end 
through peaceful imams, aud it is not 
particular as to how th at outcome is 
achieved so long as the danger of inter­ 
vention is removed. 
In every jsissible 
way it seeks to show the Constitution 
alist* that It has no desire to interfere 
in the adjustm ent of the internal prob­ 
lems of Mexico. 
It was this spirit that 
caused the American IHsme delegates 
to leave Niagara Falls. 
Through that 
course the revolutionary leaders were 
made to understand that their dele­ 
gates were free to confer with til# 
plent|s>tentiarles of Huerta. 
There was bojieful feeling thut the 
Constitutionalist leaders have uot been 
unmindful of the motives thut have uc 
tuated the United States government 
and the South American governments.
